PINK— 


CHRISTINA (YODER) HYBRID — This medium 
light pink is just a shade deeper than Mary Ellen. 
Florets are large and well spaced on hard grass- 
free stems. Considered one of the finest mid- 
season hybrids. 


PAMELA PINK (GILBERT)—A good medium pink 
with a silvery cast. Early winter flowering. Pro- 
duces highest quality spikes on strong stems. 


WHITE— 


MARYLAND WHITE (WINKLER) HYBRID—This 
is a pure white with large spike and florets on 
very strong stems. Should be on every grower’s 
list. 
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MEINE’S WHITE HYBRID — White with yellow 
lip, very strong stems and large spikes. A few 
days earlier than Margaret. For spring blooming 
only. An unusually fine hybrid. To be benched 
from Oct. 15th to Nov. 15th only. 


YELLOW— 


GOLD MINE (WEDDLE) HYBRID — Deep golden 
yellow slightly fringed. Early, with strong fine 
stems and spikes with excellent placement of 
large florets. 


GOLDRUSH (WINKLER) HYBRID—A hybrid for 
greenhouse forcing to fill the need for a vigorous 
free - flowering yellow snapdragon. The large 
florets are deep. Jonquil yellow slightly ruffled, 
producing a long, well-filled spike. Planted early 
it will yield up to three full crops, very uniform. 


PATRICIA (YODER) HYBRID—Deep golden yel- 
low, very vigorous. Growth quite similar to Mar- 
garet but it will bloom earlier. 


MEINE’S DOUBLE YELLOW — Medium yellow, 
large semi-double florets. Spring flowering only. 
Not to be benched before Oct. 15th or after Nov. 
15th. Huge spikes on very strong stems. 


BRONZE— 


BARBARA (YODER) HYBRID—A vigorous grow- 
er with long spikes and large bronze florets with 
pink throat and bright bronze lips. Very early. 


JUBILEE (WINKLER) HYBRID — A new pastel 
color. Light golden bronze shade with overtones 
of pink; has very large florets and large full 
spikes. 


RED— 


PRISCILLA ANN (YODER) HYBRID — Velvety 
crimson; has long graceful spikes and large 
florets on very strong stems.

PINK— 


BETTER TIMES (WINDMILLER) HYBRID — 
Bright cerise rose; medium length stems and 
compact spikes. Excellent for Christmas and 
Valentine’s Day. 


CHEVIOT MAID No. 33—Best of the Cheviot Maid 
strains. Between pink and rose in color. Not 
quite as early as Dorcas Jane. 


CHRISTMAS CHEER (WINDMILLER) HYBRID— 
The earliest rose-pink. Has a fine spike with 
heavy production; excellent for Christmas and 
comes back for second and third crops. 


DORCAS JANE—(BURKEY) HYBRID—A second 
early with good stems with a clean habit of 
growth, and outstanding vigor. Clear silvery 
rose. 


MARY ELLEN (YODER) HYBRID—A light rose 
pink, blooming freely and evenly in winter. It 
is characterized by a stiff stem with very little 
side growth, a long spike with medium-sized, 
evenly-spaced florets. 


MARYLAND PINK (WINKLER) HYBRID — Soft 
creamy pink; earliest light pink hybrid. Medium 
length stems with large flowers. 


MAXINE (SMITH) HYBRID—In color this resem- 
bles Dorcas Jane with a bit more yellow in the 
lip. Has a fine strong stem; no grassy growth; 
comes back quickly for a second crop. 


PEGGY SCHUMANN — A beautiful creamy rose 
pink with good spikes of well spaced florets. At 
its best for a spring crop. Produces no blind 
shoots. 


ROCKWOOD’S EARLY HYBRID PINK — Pastel 
shade of pink. An early and all season variety 
with strong stems. 


WHITE— 

MARGARET (YODER)—A winter-blooming ivory 
white. The stem is exceptionally stiff and there 
is almost no side growth. The florets are of 
medium size; last a long time and do not shed. 


ROCKWOOD’S CRYSTAL WHITE (HYBRID)—A 
pure white with large and closely set florets. 
Stems are medium to tall. A late blooming 
variety and recommended for late spring and 
summer only. Excellent for Mother’s Day.
